The  majority  cut  the  crop  for  hay  about  the  time 
it  started  to  head  out.  They  claimed  that  this  some- 
times enabled  them  to  get  an  extra  cutting  of  hay. 
The  quality  seems  to  be  a little  better  if  cut  when  in 
full  bloom  and  even  if  it  is  allowed  to  stand  longer 
there  is  no  big  difference  in  the  quality  of  the  hay. 
Most  crops  have  to  be  cut  just  at  a certain  time 
regardless  of  how  busy  you  are  or  what  the  weather 
conditions  may  be.

Several  methods  of  cutting  and  curing  were  ob- 
served. It  seemed  to  us  that  the  most  successful  was 
to  cut  with  a binder.  When  the  cr«p  was  allowed  to 
mature  for  seed  a corn  binder  was  used  in  most  cases.

18  to  3 6 inches  a^part  and  cultivate  like  drilled 
com.  This  method  will  also  prodnoe  just  about  as 
much  hay  as  that  which  is  sown  broadcast  for  Sudan 


is  a wonderful  stooler.  The  hay  in  such  cases,  how- 
eyer,  is  coarser.  The  opinion  of  most  of  the  farmers- 
we  talked  to  was  that  the  best  hay  and  most  hay 
was  secured  by  sowing  15  pounds  of  seed  per  acre.

That  is  the  reason  why  our  Nebraska,  Dakota  and  Montana  grown  dYy 
land  non-irrigated  seed  is  worth  more  money  than  seed  of  weaker  types. 

There  is,  however,  a great  difference  in  varieties.  The  Grimm  Alfalfa  has  certain 
characteristics  that  make  it  more  resistant  to  winter  killing  than  even  the  hardiest 
strains  of  the  common  kind.
